The result knowledge 
textbooks and, says President Hutchins, 
“textbooks have probably done much 
degrade the American intelligence any 
single force.” This undoubtedly true 
where textbooks are the sole principal 
educational diet. Says Norman Foerster 
the same vein: 
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More and more the textbooks used 
our colleges are the work undisciplined 
minds, loose, nerveless, sometimes all but 
illiterate, especially such fields economics, 
sociology, psychology, and education. 


any wonder then that the 
vania study reached such surprising con- 
clusions the one that states that stu- 
dents after four years college had less 
power real knowledge than when they 
entered college. And let make one quo- 
tation the relation the knowledge 
teachers and students. The report says: 


unnecessary enlarge such find- 
ings. far this study goes, the fact seems 
that high school teaching attracts college 
students who differ widely the fundamental 
quality their abilities and who fall below 
knowledge minimum large proportion 
cases.

The 
meaning and significance the life the 
individual can seen fully only the 
lives all men and this not possible 
without books. But, already indicated, 
books may clutter the soul, may even, 
for soul and too often that the result 
our academic lecturing, our taiking 
students, our memorizing text- 
book, and our regurgitation examina- 
tions. The book must related our 
experience and must find through 
medium the imagination well 
the reason, the meaning and significance 
this vicarious experience other men. 
The books that must read must 
books thought and power and not merely 
books information and facts. Books 
information and facts must merely in- 
cidental the educational process and 
books directly significant only the de- 
gree that they lead thought and the 
ordering thought.

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The Library the New Education 


ONE reads the issues our leading 
educational magazines and scans the 
columns our big daily and weekly news- 
papers, feels sense opposing forces 
closing upon field battle real 
that the Pacific the African fronts. 
Article after article the December, 1942, 
Bulletin the Association American 
Colleges defends the position the liberal- 
arts colleges, calling for more education, 
not less; for more culture, less careerist 
training. Walter Lippmann 
blame world conditions and global war 
squarely the schools. the schools, 
says he, which produced the politicians, 
lawyers, bankers, editors, generals, etc., 
whom like vent our spleen the 
ones who put where are. Why does 
blame the schools? Because they have, 
for more than half century, forsaken the 
tradition western culture which trained 
the whole man, body, mind, and soul, for 
life both here and hereafter. And why this 
betrayal the old standard? Because the 
standard has become too burdensome for 
softening generation uphold. They are 
afraid it. presents issues they fear 
face. requires sacrifice time and 
effort. are satisfied that have de- 
creed compulsory education, but what 
that education shall consist, not 
care. Let fads and fancies, experiments 
and whims dictate it. says Walter Lipp- 
mann. Then there Mortimer Adler point- 
ing back not the ways fifty years 
ago, but back, back, centuries back, when 
men learned think, know true values, 
square their lives with right principles, 
the days when men knew why they were 
put earth, and where they were going, 
and how get there. President Hutchins 
Chicago University also joins this force, 
and the face much opposition and 
misunderstanding, insists culture 
built right philosophy philosophy 
learned from the Middle Ages. will 
have electivism these courses 
shirking hard work, wasting 
duplicating effort. would not 
difficult imagine Cardinal Newman’s 
examining these men’s tenets the light 
his University, and smiling 
satisfied way that things seem 
going better this camp. Shoulder 
shoulder with these men fighting the battle 
culture life’s real values are such 
leaders Professor Nicolson Columbia, 
Professor Mims Vanderbilt University, 
Professor Allan Nevins, Harnsworth profes- 
sor American history Oxford, who 
tells the students Oxford quietly going 
about their way, only per cent war 
reduction the ranks the male students, 
and almost reduction the ranks 


the women students. These students, 
says, are working hard; anything, too 
hard. They have time for the frivolities 
and lighter things school life. Clubs, dra- 
matics, debates, all get far less time. Then 
there are the noted historians, Charles 
Beard, Peter Carmichael Louisiana 
State University, and Richard Gummere 
Harvard, not mention the uninter- 
rupted line supporters the cultural 
tradition among our own outstanding reli- 
gious leaders and educators. 

There another side fighting this battle 
values. late December the New 
York Times carried account the 
American Vocational Association Conven- 
tion held Toledo, Ohio, for the purpose 
pushing rapidly the reorganization all 
our secondary schools, turning the junior 
and senior years into vocational training 
schools war preparation being the ex- 
cuse. Many educators stand with 
group, but few are the ranking promi- 
nence the opposition. Acceleration and 
speed seem the symptoms war 
fever. quick judgment might lead 
place Dr. Deferrari the Catholic Uni- 
versity this same group, but more 
careful reading his recent article the 
Commonweal shows him man who 
takes the middle way. would have 
cherish and continue hand the tra- 
dition Catholic culture, but knows 
the weak spots and the need change 
when change can made without sacrifice 
principle. points out that circum- 
stances have brought about that less 
than per cent our high school grad- 
uates college. The per cent 
have little preparation which they can 
step into life with means maintaining 
themselves that life. points out the 
scarcity real vocational training and 
guidance beyond short commercial courses 
and courses homemaking offered 
very small number Catholic schools. 

not surprising that extremes 
thought upon important subjects show 
themselves now. War always has this effect. 
well not make radical changes too 
quickly. However, the war has given im- 
petus movement which has been 
foot since 1889 reorganize the whole 
Catholic school system. The American 
Hierarchy and the education leaders are 
agreed that work must begin. Two years 
will cut off the school course, but not 
the lower level. They have considered 
this question what popularly known 
“acceleration” for decades. not 
effect war fever. will handled 
judiciously and the best interests all 
concerned. Before definite constructive 
work has begun, the workers are already 


hedged set very definite restric- 
tions. They know what type thing they 
must produce, what they may do, and 
what they may not do. With the rules 
the game carefully set, nothing very 
wrong can result. 


The Place the Library 


know without asking what impor- 
tance will given the library this 
setup all three levels, elementary, sec- 
ondary, and college. Church and 
educational system which has litany 
libraries reaching back from the great Vati- 
can library today through the centuries 
marked the university, the medieval, 
the monastic, and the private libraries 
great popes, and kings, and leaders will 
take good care that that important institu- 
tion will not suffer, but rather benefit 
the fullest this plan reorganization. 
Archbishop McNicholas has well defined 
what the Church means 
preparation for total life, life here and 
hereafter; earth and heaven; ad- 
versity and prosperity; peace and 
war. With such leadership, war cannot ter- 
rify our system into betrayal its sacred 
trust. True culture must retained 
spite war, spite world revolution. 
not too early see the postwar 
dangers taking dangers regi- 
mentation instead healthy discipline, 
might instead right, and the rejection 
all moral values. here, perhaps, 
that the school library may find its greatest 
opportunity function. It‘is safe say 
that the library one the greatest 
agencies scholarship and culture 
can such under proper conditions. And 
what are these conditions? answer, 
not considering the physical setup, 
which may excellent and still work 
poorly; poor, and despite the defi- 
ciencies, work wonders. The human element 
far more important. Libraries exist 
serve and that means someone serving and 
someone being served. What 
tween them depends demand and sup- 
ply; and these two determining factors 
depend again those demanding and 
those serving. Thus reduces itself 
matter librarian who knows her job 
and willing spend herself for others 
far means may permit, and clientele 
who understand the place the library 
the school and who appreciate what 
can do, and who show this appreciation 
use, cooperation, and constructive criticism. 

Before the library can achieve anything 
worth, there must common under- 
standing the philosophy education 
and librarianship, and these should dove- 
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tail nicely. One the marked criticisms 
teachers working graduate schools 
their weakness the knowledge and use 
library resources and tools. are told 
that many present themselves for higher 
research work who have not ghost 
idea how begin. The use the vari- 
ous indexes, atlases, encyclopedias, hand- 
books, guides, government documents, even 
the dictionary and library catalog, are new 
experiences for far too many them. 
Many are unfamiliar with the full use 
the Readers’ Guide Periodic Literature. 
quite thinkable that these teachers 
could induced in-service work 
the technical and professional problems 
making the library more effective educa- 
tive agency. Certainly teachers lacking 
such training and appreciation are not 
appreciable asset the present-day sys- 
tem education. 


Educated Librarians Required 


the other hand, librarians any type 
school would more likely see their 
fondest hopes realized they themselves 
would take inventory their own fitness 
serve. When men and women are chosen 
for the headship important libraries 
more for their scholarship, culture, and 
academic background than for library 
training, should make librarians the 
“technique school” sit and take notice. 
Dr. Raney warned such look their 
academic qualifications they wish equal 
rating with professors their schools. 
librarians would themselves make busi- 
ness mastering the basic principles 
progressive education their work pro- 
moting scholarship would much more 
effective. Librarians should know, and show 
that they know, that they are more than

the demand democratic society for 
“socially vital for those who 
wish use the library for either work 
leisure reading. the business the 
librarian know her clientele. not 
mean mere acquaintance, but under- 
standing the way life, abilities, ambi- 
tions, tendencies, philosophy, outlook, 
shortcomings, vagaries, and what not the 
child, the adolescent, the young man 
woman, the mature scholar, the leader, the 
administrator, the specialist, all who 
come knocking her door. She should 
know the demands the curriculum; 
keep eye the progress the classes 
through their courses and not taken un- 
prepared. She must keep not simply abreast 
the times, but ahead the times. She 
must know and provide for the wide inter- 
ests, needs, and abilities the teachers. 
She must strive know enough about all 
her clientele and about all possible mat- 
ters which touch their interests help 
them grow self-direction.

The Library Program 


More the point, the live librarian 
must provide sensible library program. 
That program will see that the library 
laboratory for all class needs. That 
program will show the desirability books 
and other library material companions 
leisure hours. This will achieved 
through personal and tactful guidance and 
through every possible form library pub- 
licity: displays, exhibits, posters, bulletin 
boards, lectures, newspaper school 
paper articles, and appropriate words 
dropped casual conversation. The pro- 
gram will provide, necessarily, for the 
teaching the use the library the 
interests curriculum development, leisure 
reading, and pupil exploration. She will 
ever mindful that the library serv- 
ice institution and soon later such 
setup she will made realize she 
the key teacher.

About two years ago, Rev. Edward Kane, 
S.J., librarian the Cudahy Memorial Li- 
brary Loyola University, Chicago, wrote 
things that were startling. called them 
“straws the wind.” charged that li- 
braries were being used almost entirely 
for work, not for culture. showed that 
the neglect the library was not confined 
the poor and underprivileged. said 
that teachers graduate schools claimed 
that four fifths more the graduate 
students had forced under pressure 
read well; that one college only 
per cent the faculty use the library; 
that one third the reserve books are 
never used all; that only one out 
twenty books ever leaves the shelves. All 
this disconcerting. However, are 
the Church. Our tradition not character- 
ized pessimistic musings the past. 
are grateful for the good things the 
past; are not too disturbed about the 
present and its revolutionary changes; 
are optimistic, brightly hopeful for the fu- 
ture. The book and the cross have become 
eternal symbols. Neither going down 
final ruin and decay. 
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Reading Clinic Mt. St. Joseph Teachers College, 
Buffalo, Y., dates back September, 1938. Though 
long interested cases reading disability, was not until the 
summer 1938, when the present clinician took course offered 
for the first time the graduate school education the 
University Chicago, that the effectiveness clinical pro- 
cedures for the treatment such cases was fully realized. 

The need the Buffalo area clinical setup similar 
that established Chicago January, 1938, was recognized. 
Steps were taken that direction with the following objectives 
mind: 

enable the college students become more proficient 
reading. 

instruct students and in-service teachers how improve 
the reading ability their pupils general, and, particular, 
how deal with handicapped pupils. 

observe the symptoms cases severe reading disability, 
study the underlying causes, and give suitable remedial 
instruction. 

assist the clinician studying the causes reading diffi- 
culties each individual, was necessary secure staff 
specialists. psychiatrist, psychologist, social worker, and 
experts the treatment physical handicaps were needed. 
Plans were laid before members the above-mentioned fields 
and within three weeks after the first steps were taken the 
direction reading clinic the following staff was assembled: 


Samuel Hartwell, M.D., member regional, 
national, and world-wide associations the fields psychiatry and 
mental hygiene. After his graduation from the University Iowa, 
served the Judge Baker Memorial Foundation, and the Psycho- 
pathic Hospital the city Boston, Mass.; also, the Child Guid- 
ance Clinic Worcester, Mass. Dr. Hartwell now president the 
Buffalo Mental Hygiene Society. For some years has been professor 
psychiatry and mental hygiene the medical department the 
University Buffalo, and clinical director the child-guidance clinic 
the Children’s Hospital, Buffalo, 


Psychologist: Virginia Kerr, M.A., member the staff the 
Guidance Center the city Buffalo. Miss Kerr graduate the 
University Buffalo, Y., where she specialized psychology. 

Social investigator: Bernard Bird, A.B., probation officer the 
Children’s Court Buffalo, Y., served the Clinic until March, 
1940, when was replaced Richard Clarke, supervisor social 
case work the children’s division the Erie County Department 
Social Welfare. Mr. Clarke’s preparation for his work was done 
special clinic-training department the University Toronto, 
and the Post-Graduate School Social Case Work New 
York City. 


Otolaryngologist: Leon Smith, M.D., diplomat the American 
Board Otolaryngology, the consultant otolaryngologist St. 
Mary’s School for the Deaf, Buffalo, Y.; also, the Meyer 
Memorial, the Deaconess, and the Sisters Charity hospitals and 
the State Institute for Malignant Diseases located Buffalo, 
Dr. Smith was graduated the University Buffalo. did re- 
search work Manhattan College, Harvard University, and the 
University Pennsylvania.

Function and Service the Clinic 


The college clinic cheerful room furnished with tables, 
chairs, charts, bookshelves, and filing cabinets; has black- 
board, radio-victrola, ophthalmograph, and metronoscope. 
Basic reading materials, workbooks, testing materials, profes- 
sional books, and books for enjoyment are accessible clinic 
pupils and college students. 

September 10, 1938, the first remedial reading case was 
received; August 15, 1942, the one hundred sixty-second case 
was recorded. Registration reveals that pupils came from two 
public high schools, public elementary schools, and parochial 
schools, all the city Buffalo; the enrollment also includes 
pupils from Hamburg, East Aurora, Tonawanda, Kenmore, Wil- 
liamsville, North Tonawanda, and Lockport; and boy living 
Bradford, Pa., whom guidance was given correspondence. 
some instances referrals were made parents, teachers, pas- 
tors, family physicians; other cases, social workers, 
organizations. 

The chronological age the referrals, shown Table range 
from years; the grade range, which follows Table II, 
varies from children unacceptable any grade one very poor 
reader who holds bachelor degree.

soon case referred the clinic, the parents are 
interviewed the clinician, but never the presence the 
individual question. history the case made. This in- 
cludes essential facts about home life, health, school, and any 
social emotional factors which may have bearing the 
problem. Achievement tests are administered determine the 
educational level and the reading grade level which the pupil 
works with ease. Every case examined the members the 
clinic staff. While all available information being gathered, 
the clinician getting acquainted with the pupil; studying his 
likes and dislikes, his interests and his hobbies; and endeavoring, 
possible, win his confidence. The pupils are tutored two, 
three, four, five periods week according their needs. The 
length each period one hour. 


Staff Conferences 


The clinic staff meets the College the first Tuesday 
each month. these meetings all cases which baffle the clinician 
are presented. Findings are pooled, symptoms and causes dis- 
cussed, and remedial treatments recommended. The analysis 
less puzzling these comprise the bulk the refer- 
rals left the judgment the clinician. 

Anyone who interested free attend the monthly con- 
ferences, but all third-year college students are expected .to 
present. Supervisors and principals schools, teachers, school 
nurses, and social workers are frequent attendance. 


Work Speech Correction 


meet the problem speech defects which frequently 
accompany reading difficulties, was necessary secure 
specialist this work. speech therapist now employed 
diagnose the physical defects the speech apparatus and 
apply whatever type treatment best suited the indi- 
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vidual child. has been found that some pupils afflicted with 
speech difficulties needed only the removal the 
block” overcome their apparent reading disabilities. The serv- 
ices rendered the speech therapist have proved invaluable 
aid the clinician. 


College Students 


Every first-year college student required spend one period 
week the clinic during the first semester. Since the first 
objective self-improvement reading ability, ophthalmo- 
graph film made for each student. This film shows the number 
and length fixations, the number regression, the degree 
comprehension, and the rate speed. The metronoscope used 
aid toward acquiring speed, and guidance given for the 
correction other reading deficiencies. This course especially 
designed increase the proficiency freshmen students their 
effort cover the vast amount reading required college 
level. 

The third-year college students are required take course 
reading methods and techniques. Special emphasis placed 
the remedial reading work demanded the regular teacher 
the classroom. 

extension class in-service teachers works under the di- 
rection the clinician. Each teacher makes use the suggested 
reading methods her regular class instruction, and required, 
apart from the class period, give individual aid the most 
handicapped pupil the group. Teachers find that much has 
been accomplished this way. The skills, attitudes, and appre- 
ciation the pupils who rank low general achievement be- 
cause reading disabilities, usually show marked improvement. 

Discussions problem cases are held with each the above 
groups. The insight gained the students enables them 
see the necessity exact and thorough knowledge dealing 
with each individual case. Emphasis placed not only the 
importance reading skills and techniques but the tre- 
mendous responsibility teacher assumes when she undertakes 
the reading guidance children classroom.

The disposal referrals June 1942, shown the 
tables which follow. idea the flow cases into the clinic 
during the school year may gained from study Table ITT. 
The increase noted the months September and February 
probably due the results the June and midyear examina- 
tions. the school year draws toward the close, parents seem 
become more concerned about the promotion their children 
and the hope raising their ability before the June final examina- 
tions bring new cases the clinic during the closing months 
the school year. 

Table IV, attention called (1) the number cases 
brought grade level and dismissed; (2) the number 
cases discontinued before grade level was attained, due im- 
patience the part parents with the child’s rate learning 
and the inability the clinician work; (3) the number 
cases tested only includes few cases low mentality but the 
majority were those whose retardation would require long 
period tutoring, and the parents refused give their children 
this advantage; (4) referrals brought before the staff because 
the unusual nature each case; (5) self-explanatory. 


Conclusion 


not expected that true appreciation the value 
reading clinic part teacher-training institution can 
drawn from these statistics. But from the data given one 
may see that much has been accomplished the way laying 
foundation for future work and continued development. 

The basic purposes for which the Reading Clinic Mount 
St. Joseph Teachers College was begun are constantly deepening, 
and the future usefulness the clinic connection with the 
teacher-training school promising.

number years the Catholic 
schools have been attempting pro- 
mote interest the Catholic press. 
November week dedicated books. 
February the entire month devoted 
the interests the Catholic press. 
Special exhibits and displays are the most 
common means through which the schools 
expect achieve their purpose. The spirit 
reflected these efforts deserves com- 
mendation and certainly ought con- 
tinued, but more might done. 

This year, planning programs for 
Press Month, might well pay heed 
slogan for the entire year suggested 
one diocesan newspaper editor, show 
and more know.” Although somewhat se- 
vere its implied criticism the activ- 
ity the schools, this slogan does dram- 
atize certain shortcomings which present 
school activity entails. Too, suggests 
mode action follow planning future 
and continued promotion interest the 
Catholic press. 

That there need for reorientation 
ideas this subject obvious. The poor 
circulation the Catholic newspapers, 
magazines, and books, when compared 
the potential audience million Cath- 
olics the United States, gives evidence 
that fact. 

This sorry situation emphasizes that the 
program creating interest the Catholic 
press has failed somewhere. Neutral ob-

servers place the guilt with the schools for 
their failure educate students proper 
appreciation for the Catholic press. 
course, the validity this accusation will 
questioned many who will point 
what the schools are now doing and say, 
are doing our part.” But are they? 
One editor pointing annual press ex- 
hibits, which many cases summarizes 
what are doing,” criticizes them 
saying that they vividly represent “the 
sum total participation some 
schools.” effect, said, this type 
promotion constitutes nothing more than 
sop conscience.” complains that 
many schools ignore the Catholic press for 
weeks the year and then try make 
for public show once year. 


Teach the Catholic Press 


There reason agree with this com- 
plaint. Catholic grade schools, high schools, 
and colleges are graduating thousands 
potential Catholic readers yearly, but how 
many these realize the importance and 
the mission the press when they leave 
school? Mighty few. Some say the reason 
for this laxity the poor quality the 
press, even though this not true the 
first flight publications. certain Catholic 
periodicals are poor quality, not the 
fault the editors. The potential audience 
constituted the students has not been 
taught what and what is. 


Hence there little demand for better 
quality later life. result, Catholic 
journalism remains static. 

Sister Paul Francis, S.S.J., Mount 
Gallitzin, Baden, Pa., article pub- 
lished the Journal, 
dramatized this point when she wrote: 

“Tf the graduates our schools not 
care enough for Catholic reading supply 
their own homes with good literature, then 
our training amiss. they have acquired 
definite motives for buying and keeping 
Catholic literature, they will continue 
later life. When they are tomor- 
row’s. buyers, they ‘will have golden key, 
and the doors shall unlock for them will 
hold fairer wealth than any this 
country have yet known,’ and Catholic lit- 
erature will have come into its own.” 

has been suggested that this failure 
the part the schools can traced 
back the fact that teachers 
equipped perform the task. They can’t 
teach what they don’t know themselves. 
Certainly, when one copy Catholic 
publication opinion goes large com- 
munity, only few get chance read 
it. Others, because they themselves not 
realize the purpose the press are not 
all interested and would rather some- 
thing else. 

Sister Paul Francis bears out this point 
the article which appeared the Sisters’ 
Alumnae Journal. She said: 
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“If teachers are not personally zeal- 
ous and enthusiastic for Catholic reading, 
there little chance our lighting the 
fires enthusiasm for good reading the 
hearts our pupils. students leave our 
schools with interest Catholic litera- 
ture, have failed develop source 
worth-while leisure-time activity. 

teachers lies the responsibility 
transmitting our students love and 
desire for the beauty great literature. 
will little good and perhaps much 
harm, mentally and spiritually, stim- 
ulate desire read the pupil not 
taught effectively choose reading that 
mentally and spiritually sound. There 
will question their thinking with 
the mind the Church, train our 
boys and girls Catholic reading.” 


Schools Are Cooperating 

course, there are exceptions the 
general indictment this article. Some 
schools more than sponsor exhibits an- 
nually fostering the Catholic press. For 
example, certain dioceses, upon the sugges- 
tion their ordinaries, have designated 
period each week for the exclusive purpose 
discussing the local diocesan paper and 
other weekly periodicals opinion. Many 
schools, too, use the Catholic Messenger 
Series publications supplementary 
reading. 

Other schools participate the move- 
ment conducting press drives. Based 
the principle that the youngster home 
the best salesman the family, the 
drives are conducted the local paper’s 
staff through the chancery office. While 
commendable and deserving encourage- 
ment, this type program merely increases 
circulation. does not have the more de- 
sired effect gaining appreciation for the 
press. Still other papers sponsor annual 
poster and essay contests which the stu- 
dents participate, but, here again, this 
periodic and has not the desired long-range 
effect sustained interest the press. 

Most schools stay the idea making 
annual splash. This would grand 
gesture were the annual climax 
vear repeated exposure the Catholic 
press, but only once- twice-a-year 
affair, its effect negligible. Certainly ab- 
sence mention the Catholic press 
throughout the year and “press week” 
once year isn’t going perform miracles. 
the other hand, when annual ex- 
hibit concentrated celebration not 
unlike our holydays during the year based 
the same policy living with the spirit 
the Church throughout the year and 
periodically dramatizing its importance 
special display, there certainly will 
more results.

general activity, Dean O’Sullivan 
said that one way improving promotion 
interest the press have the stu- 
dents give lot time and intensive study 
the field. One means accomplishing 
this, said, encouraging the stu- 
dents write and publish essays and 
articles the subject. Conducting debates 
and discussions this topic will prove 
conducive further interest, pointed 
out. 

Another suggestion which made was 
constant cooperation with the editors as, 
for example, canvass Catholic homes 
see what Catholic publications are re- 
ceived each home, the same time try- 
ing obtain subscriptions for the better 
magazines and papers where none are 
being received. These surveys could in- 
clude entire city. 

Dean suggestions deserve 
consideration.

The Children’s Newspaper 


His plan have each diocesan news- 
paper contain supplement completely 
written and edited diocesan school chil- 
dren, under capable supervision. achieve 
full coverage all schools, suggests that 
diocesan schools broken into four divi- 
sions, each section having its own news 
column each week. Thus over period 
month, each school would represented. 
this supplement, suggests the chil- 
dren write features, encouraged art 
work, etc. Whatever the merits this 
plan, certainly would automatically 
widen the reader interest the paper since 
would insure wider audience. 

Mr. Doran’s words aren’t just that much 
idealism. doing something about it. 
Convinced that the future the Catholic 
press lies the hands the parochial 
school children from both reading (cir- 
culation) and writing (editorial content) 
standpoint, his own publication, The Vic- 
torian, devoting much space articles 
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and stories contributed boys and girls 
out the parochial schools. encourage 
the writing these stories, The Victorian 
offering for each accepted article. 
experiment which Mr. Doran conducted 
last summer convinced him that the 150,- 
000 Sisters will cooperate the problem 
presented them and they can gain 
the support the individual editors. Last 
summer Mr. Doran initiated and super- 
vised course journalism for Sisters 
Mt. St. Joseph’s Teachers’ College, Buf- 
falo, Twenty-two teachers, all ex- 
perts their fields journalism, con- 
ducted it. the conclusion the course, 
summary the findings, Mr. Doran 
advocated the following: 


“Every Catholic parochial student 


should, even the lowest grades, 
taught Catholic journalism, made ac- 
quainted intimately with Catholic news- 
papers, Catholic magazines, and Catholic 
books. Every Catholic parish should pub- 
lish regularly its own magazine news- 
paper, even but two sides one 
sheet.” 

With this -year’s Press Month, schools 
would well reorientate their outlook 
their promotion interest the Cath- 
olic press newspapers, magazines, and 
books. Theirs should program sus- 
tained interest throughout the year through 
cooperation with the local editors, prayer 
for the press, use the press the class- 
rooms, and periodically special exhibits, 
displays, and programs. 


Youth Changes Its Reading 


Interests 
Sister Marie Helen, S.P. 


recognize the powerful 
effect, for good for bad, that read- 
ing has the individual. They also recog- 
nize that knowledge one’s reading inter- 
ests provides keynote one’s general 
interests. With these two facts mind, 
two-year follow-up study was made the 
amounts and types the book, magazine, 
and newspaper reading adolescents, 
the motives that prompt their reading, and 
the influences that direct their reading. 
The same questionnaire was given 
group 317 girls their freshman year 
and 236 members the same group 
who were attendance the school two 
years later. 


Reading Books 


Comparison the types books most 
frequently read the group the junior 
year with the types read the same group 
the freshman year reveals that changes 
have occurred. Although the largest per- 
centage the reading during both years 
was the field fiction, comprising 
per cent the books read the girls 
their freshman year and per cent 
the same girls their junior year, yet 
there marked difference the type 
read. the junior year they 
showed interest the more mature books 
such Come Rack! Come Rope! and 
The Masterful Monk, contrast their 
preference the freshman year for the 
works Alcott and other juvenile authors. 
extensive and varied reading program 
shown both years, one can judge 
the variety titles listed. 

worthy note that Catholic 
authors such Lord, Dudley, and Benson 
received the greatest number votes 


the students their junior year, giving 
evidence that Catholic reading encour- 
aged the school. The authors next 
the order preference the junior list 
are: Halliburton, Borden, Scott, Tarking- 
ton, Jordan, Norris, Clark, Shakespeare, 
Aldrich, Gray, Finn, and Douglas. The 
maturity the group shown when this 
list contrasted with that the same 
group freshmen: Finn, Wirries, Porter, 
Gray, Twain, Tarkington, Longfellow, 
Keene, Aldrich, Clementia, Kipling, and 
Bailey. 

junior year the girls were reading 
four times much biography fresh- 
man year, and twice many books 
travel they had read two years earlier. 
The quality was good; un- 
desirable books were not found either 
list. 

The slight decrease the number 
books read the girls they advanced 
the junior year and the pronounced 
preference for books fiction both 
years suggests that the direction chil- 
dren’s reading interests paramount 
importance worth-while reading habits 
are become permanent. 


Magazine Reading 


Responses the questions regarding the 
magazine reading the pupils revealed 
that the group their junior year read 
more magazines than they had read two 
years earlier; this shown increase 
258 the number magazines read. 
The five most popular magazines read 
the juniors order highest frequency 
are: Ladies’ Home Journal, Good House- 
keeping, McCall’s, Saturday Evening Post, 
and Sacred Heart Messenger; those pre- 
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ferred freshman year are: Ladies’ Home 
Journal, Woman’s Home Companion, 
Sacred Heart Messenger, Saturday Evening 
Post, and Movie. The group both years 
read magazines other than those found 
their homes. This fact suggests that in- 
vestigation into the sources students’ 
reading matter would probably enlight- 
ening and serve aid teachers 
directing the reading their pupils. 

general, the magazine reading the 
group both years wholesome. Only 
six pupils freshman year and the same 
number junior year mentioned that they 
read Look; three freshman year and 
two the same group junior year 
stated that was their homes. Life was 
read ten freshmen and seven the 
group two years later, and was listed 
being the homes their junior 
year. This magazine was not listed being 
the homes any the pupils their 
freshman year. 

Since the group both years spent 
more time reading magazines than read- 
ing books, and since advance the junior 
year failed show any noticeable develop- 
ment taste magazine reading, there 
apparent need for the school set 
program for the direction the magazine 
reading the pupils. 


Reading 


When questioned the amount 
time spent reading the newspaper, the 
greatest number both their freshman 
and junior years replied that they devoted 
average twenty minutes day 
this kind reading. The comic section, 
news pictures, front page, and sports were 
given order preference the group 
their junior year with 
school page, front page, news pictures, and 
sports listed order frequency the 
group two years earlier. The greatest num- 
ber read the newspaper aimless man- 
ner, without definite plan. 

Interest the news and desire keep 
abreast the times were the reasons given 
most frequently the girls both years 
for reading the newspaper. their junior 
year, 105 these girls contrast with 
the same group their freshman 
year, did not accept news true. This 
fact interesting the present time when 
news war and rumors war are 
fluctuating. Girls are apparently aware 
the propaganda that prevail. 

the past considerable amount 
time has been given the direction 
the book reading the students; less time 
has been devoted directing their maga- 
zine reading, and very little, any time, 
has been given guidance newspaper 
reading. Since the pupils devote time daily 
reading the newspaper, and since the 
newspaper one their principal sources 
information current affairs, im- 
portant that proper emphasis given 
the school this type reading. 

evaluating the reading the pupils 
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the present study, the questionnaire 
technique which has been used fails 
serve valid criterion for 
determining interests, because various un- 
controlled circumstances tend make the 
responses the pupils too subjective. 
follow-up study based more reliable ob- 
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jective criteria such as, for example, 
cumulative record card kept over period 
time and showing the amount time 
devoted reading, together with descrip- 
tion the types reading, would possibly 
provide data for more accurate comparison 
the reading habits adolescents.

unique national observance the 
world education. Teachers, education 
experts, and librarians will look back 
the period with perhaps some feeling 
gratitude, some good work done. 
They will recall the exhausting efforts they 
made prepare attractive bulletin boards, 
type out reading lists, promote book re- 
ports, radio talks, and short, any- 
thing that would focus the attention 
their little worlds upon books. 

Perhaps the librarian was cheered 
the new books recently added her 
shelves, the teacher found new satis- 
faction her revised form book reports. 
Nevertheless, Book Week has failed 
its purpose if, spite all external 
glamor and activity, has not brought 
the student into closer relationship with 
reading. 

This thought resolves itself into few 
questions: What being done culti- 
vate the interest engendered the ob- 
servance Book Week? there some 
sort insurance “Follow-up” that will 
carry the student toward closer contact 
with the objectives which has been 


Keeping Interest 

create interest reading and 
keep the pupil one the most 
difficult problems teachers. Reading, 
like life, must grow; but like life, too, 
must carefully nurtured its in- 
fancy. This interest may 
through continual references good books 
build another foundation. Certain 
principles must kept mind. 

evoke interest reading and 
sustain it: 

Familiarize the students with good 
books constantly alluding them. Use 
stories and examples, characters and 
anecdotes from the books themselves. 

Bring newsy items about authors 
break down the monotony factual 
information. 

Informal book chats best sellers 
(of which there are some good ones), 
movie-converted novels, authors, 
libraries. 

Save clippings and pictures with 
bibliographical references. Use them. 


Remove the drudgery reading: 

Avoid book reports that tax the mem- 
ory the student. Reading pleasure, 
not penance. many cases the teachers 
not even read the reports. 

Talk frequently the pleasures 
reading. Appear often with book. This 
has psychological effect. 

Giving the personal touch: 

This requires much ingenuity the 
part the teacher. Actual consideration 
individual differences important. The 
teacher should strive discover the mind 
the pupil and suggest books authors 
that equal it. 

The teacher should have wide ex- 
perience with books. should able 
wean each his pupils from the lower 
age level reading that higher age. 

Help the student choose 
Win his confidence making suitable 
choices. After selecting book, note who 
has read before and send the pupil 
ask the opinion these other readers. 
well signed card sometimes indicates 
well read book. 

“Follow-up” important. Keep the 
student well supplied until begins 
choose for himself. 

Enter into private consultation with 


the student and get his candid opinion 


what has read. 
Variety free reading: 

variety here meant the manner 
exposing the student forms litera- 
ture other than the novel. here that 
the teacher can follow 
growth his pupils and suggest biography, 
drama, essay, poetry. 

Variety gives the pupil opportunity 
sound out his own tastes and tendencies. 

Free reading implies leisure reading. 
Though the pupil reads books his own 
choice, the teacher can insinuate gradually 
more fitting book. 

Time: 

During the existing war conditions pupils 
found that shortage time was their 
greatest obstacle reading. Many have 
afterschool jobs. This, plus their assign- 
ments, does not leave adequate time for 
reading. Many English teachers, well aware 
this situation, fit certain amount 
time maintain this interest reading 
using part their own periods.

This reading program 
also brought more pupils contact with 
the public library and trebled the number 
card holders from the school. 

general, suggested that teachers 
place more personal interest reading 
themselves. Lessen the strain and stress 
book reports and drive out the idea mak- 
ing reading task. Reading lists are fine, 
but are only suggestions. Personal direc- 
tion far more effective. keep this 
enthusiasm, the teacher should keep this 
love and importance reading over every- 
thing else. Only when this done will the 
pupil, Shakespeare says, “Take all the 
swift advantage the hours.”

Rehashing the Pope’s 
words will not accomplish the purpose, just listing and 
summarizing the facts about our national, state, and local 
governments have been little effect creating dynamic 
citizenship bent the common good. Here challenge 
our textbook writers and our teachers organize civics with 
vitality enough affect constructively the quality our 
citizenship. 

Pope Pius XII sent Christmas message “to dear chil- 
dren the whole world” “The Holy Season Christmas 
and Sorrowing Humanity.” This not only Christmas mes- 
sage for this year, message for every day this year and 
for many years come. The Christmas message 1941 dealt 
with the problems “of international order friendly rela- 
tions and collaboration such conform the demands 
God’s law.” The Christmas message 1942 parallel and 
complementary message dealing with “the fundamental laws 
the internal order states and people.” This especially 
significant now relation peace discussions, for interna- 
tional relations and internal order are intimately related. 
spirit peace each nation, which inspires trust other 
nations the sure basis integral peace. The Pope’s 
basis for peace the international order, which won such 
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universal approval among the children men every coun- 
try and among all denominations included these five points: 


The assurance all nations their right life and inde- 
pendence. The will one nation live must never mean the sen- 
tence death passed upon another. When this equality rights 
has been destroyed, attacked, threatened order demands that 
reparation made, and the measure and extent that reparation 
determined, not the sword nor the arbitrary decision 
self-interest, but the rules justice and reciprocal equity. 

This requires that the nations delivered from the slavery 
imposed upon them the race for armaments and from the 
danger that material force, instead serving protect the right, 
may become overbearing and tyrannical master. The order thus 
established requires mutually agreed organic progressive dis- 
armament, spiritual well material, and security for the effec- 
tive implementing such agreement. 

Some juridical institution which shall guarantee the loyal 
and faithful fulfillment conditions agreed upon and which 
shall case recognized need revise and correct them. 

The real needs and just demands nations and populations 
and racial minorities adjusted occasion may require, even 
where strictly legal right can established, and foundation 
mutual confidence thus laid, whereby many incentives 
violent action will removed. 

The development among peoples and their rulers that 
sense deep and keen responsibility which weighs human 
statutes according the sacred and inviolable standards the 
laws God. They must hunger and thirst after justice and 
guided that universal love which the compendium and most 
general expression the Christian ideal.

This 
followed the two other sections which deal with: 


Five Fundamental Points for the Order and Pacification 
Human Society. 

Considerations the World War and the Renovation

Order, which fundamental the association men, 
not merely linking parts, but internal union. 
consistent with differences, but essential unity. must 
based correct notions society, which the Pope states. 
These notions include: 

God the first cause and ultimate foundation indi- 
vidual and social life. 

The origin and primary scope social life the con- 
servation, development, and perfection the human person. 
Society means, not end, and means for the indi- 
vidual attain his social and supernatural destiny. 

Supplementing this conception the one that the whole 
political and economic activity the state directed the 
permanent realization the common good. 

“Social life, such God willed it, attain its scope, 
needs juridical order support from without, defend 
and protect it.” This must government laws moral 
laws not government men, for the Pope says, “the 
precise bedrock, basic rules that govern society cannot 
prejudiced the intervention human agency.” They may 
denied, overlooked, despised, transgressed, but they cannot 
overthrown. 

Especially noteworthy the brief paragraph: 


Among such postulates must count the juridical positivism 
which attributes deceptive majesty the setting purely 
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human laws, and which leaves the way open for fatal divorce 
law from morality; there besides, the conception which claims 
for particular nations, races, classes, the juridical instinct 
the final imperative and the norm from which there appeal; 
finally, there are those various theories which, differing among 
themselves, and deriving from opposite ideologies, agree con- 
sidering the state, group which represents it, absolute 
and supreme entity, exempt from control and from criticism even 
when its theoretical and practical postulates result in, and offend 
by, their open denial essential tenets the human and Chris- 
tian conscience. 


The second fundamental sound social life tranquillity. 
This not quietism mere absence war. positive, 
constructive thing. almost lyrical passage the Pope says: 


blessed tranquillity, thou hast nothing common with the 
spirit holding fixedly and obstinately, unrelentingly and with 
childish stubbornness, things they are; nor yet with the 
reluctance child cowardice and put one’s 
mind the solution problems and questions which the passage 
time and the succession generations, with their different 
needs and progress, make actual, and bring burning ques- 
tions the day. But, for Christian who conscious his 
responsibilities even toward the least his brethren, there 
such thing slothful tranquillity; nor there question flight, 
but struggle, action against every inaction and desertion 
the great spiritual combat where the stakes are the construction, 
nay the very soul, the society tomorrow. 


Such, then, are the essential foundations internal life 
societies: order and tranquillity, life ordered tranquillity. 
They are our internal support the “march the free 
and holy land the spirit,” which destined sustain its 
foundations the unchangeable norms and laws which will 
arise social construction solid internal consistency. The 
road from night full day will long, but decisive im- 
portance are the first steps the path, the first five mile- 
stones which bear chiseled them the following maxims: 


The Dignity and Rights the Human Person. 

The Defense Social Unity and Especially the Family 
Principle. 

The Dignity and Prerogatives Labor. 

The Rehabilitation the Juridic Order. 

The Christian Conception the State.

With the outbreak war, forces that were pent broke 
forth, and resulted acts violence repulsive the moral 
and Christian sense. There has gone on, too, progressive 
demoralization peoples. And the Pope asks this 


Should they not rather, over the ruins social order which 
has given such tragic proof its ineptitude factor for the 
good the people, gather together the hearts all those who are 
and upright the solemn vow not rest until 
all peoples and all nations the earth vast legion shall 
formed those handfuls men who, bent bringing back 
society its center gravity, which the law God, aspire 
the service the human person and his common life ennobled 
God. 
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And the answer that mankind owes that vow many 


Mankind owes that vow the countless dead who lie buried 
the field battle: the sacrifice their lives the fulfillment 
their duty holocaust offered for new and better social 
order. 

Mankind owes that vow the innumerable sorrowing host 
mothers, widows, and orphans who have seen the light, the solace, 
and the support their lives wrenched from them. 

Mankind owes that vow those numberless exiles whom the 
hurricane war has torn from their native land and scattered 
the land the stranger; who can make their own the lament 
the Prophet: “our inheritance turned aliens: our house 
strangers.” 

Mankind owes that vow the hundreds thousands per- 
sons who, without any fault their part, sometimes only because 
their nationality race, have been consigned death 
slow decline. 

Mankind owes that vow the many thousands noncom- 
batants, women, children, sick, and aged, from whom aerial warfare 
horrors have from the beginning frequently de- 
nounced has, without discrimination through inadequate 
precautions, taken life, goods, health, home, charitable refuge, 
house prayer. 

Mankind owes that vow the flood tears and bitterness, 
the accumulation sorrow and suffering, emanating from the 
murderous ruin the dreadful conflict and crying heaven 
send down the Holy Spirit liberate the world from the inunda- 
tion violence and terror. And where could you with greater 
assurance and trust and with more efficacious faith place this vow 
for the renewal society than the feet the all 
Nations” who lies before the crib with all the charm His 
sweet humanity babe, but also the dynamic attraction 
His incipient mission Redemeer? 


And you, gentle reader, the Pope asks: 


you, crusader-volunteers distinguished new society, lift 
the new call for moral and Christian rebirth, declare war 
the darkness which comes from deserting God, the coldness 
that comes from strife between brothers. fight for the 
human race, which gravely ill and must healed the name 
conscience ennobled Christianity.

The Ten Commandments Nature 
and the Gospels

Many children leave school with the idea 
that the Ten Commandments are inven- 
tion the Church extra burdens imposed 
poor suffering mankind God. They 
think that there were Commandments 
what wonderful time everybody would have. 
girl class said me, “Father, 
Protestants have keep the Ten Com- 
mandments?” Pupils not realize that the 
law God essential for life, that 
necessary hands feet. 

God constructed man’s mind that 
would readily recognize the obligations 
the moral order. St. Paul says, “The Gen- 
tiles who have not the law (commandments 
the Jews) naturally what the law. 
They show the works the law written 
their hearts.” Cicero, pagan, asserts, “For 
this, gentlemen, not written law but in- 
nate us. have not been taught 
instruction; has been implanted our 
very nature.” Pope Leo XIII, speaking 
human liberty, said, “Foremost 
natural law written and engraved the heart 
every man.” 

This natural law the Ten Command- 
ments; they are much part our 
nature eating drinking. God only re- 
wrote tablets stone what had first 
printed the hearts men. God’s law 
the Decalogue absolutely essential 
man; without life would chaos. Today 
our cities there were traffic regula- 
tions, disaster would result. So, too, the 
Commandments point out the way man ought 
live, the things must what 
must avoid. 

They are not burdens weigh down 
but rather directions keep the right 
road. Signposts are not considered useless, 
yet they are not important the natural 
laws. lying, stealing, murdering, adultery, 
and disobedience were not. wrong, how could 
men live together? Picture yourself 
country which all the above were prac- 
ticed. What would the result? Why 
even pagans and those who are anti-Catholic 
believe that the catalog mentioned above 
wrong? The pupil will give you the answer. 
Every human being his conscience knows 
that they are wrong and God gave our 
conscience, 

every part the world find that 
men are following these laws. God must 
worshiped; murder, adultery, 
mony, and blasphemy must abolished. 
any these Commandments are neglected, 
unnatural state arises just the neglect 
food causes the body grow weary. 
Examples can given people and nations 
who fail keep some these natural laws. 
What has happened them? Civil war, 
strife, and even the present war can 
traced the ignoring the natural command- 
ments, the Decalogue. 

The plant the tree that does not have 
the proper food the right conditions for 
its growth will never attain its full develop- 


ment. the ingredients mortar are not 
proportion, the bricks will not stay to- 
gether. The child who not taught read 
will not educated man. The human 
being who does not follow the Command- 
ments will never reach the full rational status 
adulthood. 12-cylinder car runs noisily 
ten, Ten-Commandment man goes 
staggering through life six seven. 

Therefore, keep the Commandments 
just natural walking sleeping. 
injury ourselves. The pupil should 
taught see that the laws God are not 
burdens but indispensable aids, directions 
given for living creatures God. 
The universality and the unchangeability 
these fundamental principles are founded 
the very nature man. long there 
are men there will Commandments. 

The pagan, the Jew, the Protestant must 
keep the Commandments because the laws 
natural principles are part their being. 
The Catholic, who Christian and true 
follower Christ, must keep them the 
manner Jesus desired (Come, follow Me). 
How did Christ want observe the 
Commandments? The answer will found 
the Gospels. The Catholic pupils studying 
them should have their Bibles open the 
desk, ready consult, find out, what 
Christ said about each Commandment. 

Christ the greatest moral Teacher and 
reaffirmed the binding force the Ten 
Commandments. Love God and love 
our neighbor are the two great themes 
His life. example and word clar- 
each Commandment. came not 
destroy but fulfill the law.) “He there- 
fore that shall break one these least Com- 
mandments and shall teach men, shall 
called the least the kingdom heaven.” 
The whole fifth chapter St. Matthew 
commentary the Decalogue. sur- 
prising how many religion teachers divorce 
Christ from the Catechism. The connection 
between the life Christ and the daily 
lesson forgotten. Jesus left out the 
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practical and admitted into 
Using the Gospels, let illustrate few 
examples what Jesus said taught about 
each Commandment. 

First Commandment: Jesus answers the 
doctor the law, “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with thy whole heart and with 
thy whole soul and with thy whole mind. 
This the greatest and the first Command- 
ment” (Matt. 22:27). Christ showed respect 
for His Father: honor Father” (John 
8:49); “Father glorify Thy name.” Luke 
16, Jesus tells His disciples that man can 
serve two masters, that is, God and money. 
Under this law comes the necessity pray- 
ing. The evangelists record how Christ prayed 
the most important times His life. 
There are those famous words His, “We 
ought always pray and not 
“Ask and shall given you.” the 
parables Christ points out that humility and 
perseverance are requisites. The well-known 
story the Pharisee and the publican 
the temple (Luke 18) and the man who de- 
sires get bread the middle the night 
and persists knocking the door illumi- 
nate these two prayer conditions (Luke 11:5). 
The eighteenth chapter St. Luke 
sermon prayer. 

Second Commandment: The Jews abhorred 
therefore, whenever Christ enumer- 
ates the different types sins this one 
always included (Matt. 15:14). warns 
His hearers that out the heart comes blas- 
phemy. tells them not swear (Matt. 
5:36). His respect for the holy name 
God shown His frequent appeals, such 
as, “Father glorify Thy name.” When the 
Apostles ask Him teach them pray, 
includes the prayer the petition “Hallowed 
Thy name” (Matt. 6:2). 

Third Commandment: concrete 
ample, Jesus illustrates the law going 
church the prescribed time. approves 
external worship and also gives the 
proper interpretation the sabbatical rest. 
circumcised, presented the temple, 
and goes down with His parents the ap- 
pointed periods Jerusalem (Luke 2). 
teaches the synagogue Nazareth 
(Mark 6). 

Fourth Commandment: One the ques- 
tions that our Lord asks the rich young man 
is, “Do you honor your father and mother?” 
(Matt. 15:4.) His own life Nazareth was 
summed this brief sentence, “He was 
obedient them” (Luke 2:51). 
miracle Cana performed through respect 
for His mother. the cross, 
thoughts are for her safety: “Mother, behold 
thy son. Son, behold thy mother” (John 
19:36). Even the civil government 
gives full obedience its own sphere: 
der Caesar the things that are Caesar’s” 
(Matt. 12:17) and pays the tax de- 
manded the collector (Matt. 17:23). 

Fifth Commandment: other fully 
explained, richly illustrated sentence 
and parable. “And the second like unto 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
thyself” (Matt. 22:27). Hatred, revenge, and 
quarreling are forbidden Christ while 
peace, forgiveness, and love are extolled: 
“Love thy enemies, good those that 
hate you” (Luke 6:21). “Bless them that 
curse you.” “Blessed are the peacemakers.” 
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our days strife, the parable the 
unforgiving servant and that recorded the 
tenth chapter St. Luke, verse 29, will bring 
home the teaching Christ. Even the 
cross, forgives, “Father, forgive them for 
they know not what they do.” The heights 
forgiveness are scaled the story the 
prodigal son (Luke 15). 

Sixth Commandment: 
adultery always included the catalog 
sins recorded the Gospel. Moreover, 
Matthew 19, Christ strongly urges the in- 
dissolubility the marriage bond. 
God has joined let man put asunder. 
Purity not only body but also heart 
demanded Christ: “Blessed are the 
pure heart for they shall see God” (Matt. 
5:8). “For from the heart come forth evil 
thought, murders, adulteries” (Matt. 15:19). 
The whole nineteenth chapter St. Matthew 
should read. 

Seventh Commandment: This law evi- 
dent that Jesus takes for granted that His 
hearers observe it. However, does men- 
tion find Luke 18:9 and Matthew 
10:19. 

Eighth Commandment: Against false wit- 
nesses Christ strikes hard and well 
note that false testimony which con- 
demns Jesus death. Listen His words: 
“Judge not, that you may not judged; 
condemn not, that you shall not con- 
demned. And why seest thou the mote 
thy brother’s eye but the beam thy 
own eye thou considerest not?” (Matt. 7:1- 
3.) “Whoever shall say thou fool, shall 
danger hell fire.” 

Ninth and Tenth Commandments: Covet- 
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ousness lust and money are severely cen- 
sured Christ: “Take heed and beware 
all covetousness, for man’s life does not 
consist the abundance things which 
possesses.” the same chapter (Luke 12) 
emphasizes this point parable and 
then shows how the providence God 
looks after all. The dangers riches are 
described frequently, the story Dives and 
Lazarus and the rich man who filled 
his barn are only two many. Poverty 
spirit advocated: “Blessed are the poor 
spirit” (Matt. and “God knoweth your 
hearts and that which high men, 
abomination before God” (Luke 16:15). 

Conclusion: After the student has grasped 
the first two points; namely, that the ful- 
fillment the Commandments necessary 
for the preservation society and that 
Catholic ought observe them Chris- 
tian manner, let him assimilate the third: 
Christ will help him keep the Command- 
ments. Our Lord knew that times may 
inclined fall, therefore says, 
all that labor and are burdened.” 
“Ask the Father anything name.” His 
promise eternal life for those who receive 
Holy Communion bulwark against raids 
into forbidden fields. approach the Holy 
Table must state grace; that is, 
observe the Commandments. 

When the pupil studies the great laws 
this manner, brings Christ down from the 
historical pedestal and into practical life. 
Christ’s place the everyday world, not 
dusty library shelves.

Before man becomes proficient any 
field learning must good reader. 
training can give all the information 
produce all the qualities that successful 
business correspondent should possess. But 
pretty evident that reading upon 
which must depend for very large part 
what 

Reading gives one wider range words 
and familiarity with their uses and mean- 
ing. Such wider knowledge will help one 
get away from the old, time-worn, stereo- 
typed, useless expressions that are com- 
mon business letters. will enable him 
use new words, those that are full 
meaning and that stamp the letter once 
being different and better than the ordi- 
nary. From this, however, must not 
inferred that one can use unusual, showy, 
complex words. These will call attention 
themselves rather than the message and 
distract from the value the letter. So, 
too, with new words; one should careful 
before adopting them.?

his hand in. This dictum holds for business let- 
ter writers just pointedly for writers 
so-called social friendly letters. The best 
business letters must needs friendly 
tone and quality. Many the best friendly 
letters literature treat business subjects 
among others. The line demarcation be- 
tween the business letter per and the 
friendly letter has heretofore been too sharply 
drawn both teachers 

One should not, however, read letters in- 
discriminately. Only those should perused 
that are written correctly, and with ease and 
elegance. Young persons should not adopt 
any sentiment any expression, even 
the most approved writers} that not con- 
sistent with their own judgment, and with 
the thoughts and feelings their own minds. 
“Nothing beautiful but what true.”

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Adapting Songs for the Classroom

Songs for certain occasions may not just 
the kind want, while other times 
would like for our class simple, beautiful 
song religious nature. What the teacher 
going such case? One the most 
practical ways out the difficulty adapt 
words given tune. 

making songs best have the 
words first and base the melody them 
catch the spirit the words the 
music, but adapting songs the reverse 
seems work best. Find tune fitted the 
occasion and adapt words it. examina- 
tion the original words will show you what 
form and meter the verses must take. But 
case you already have the words, look for 
melody that will express the sentiments 
well and yet will not present too much diffi- 
culty for adaptation; that is, its general struc- 
ture, length, and divisions agree with those 
the verse. most melodies are well di- 
vided into phrases and periods measures 
and measures respectively), relatively 
easy determine whether the divisions and 
the length the verses adapted cor- 
respond those the music.

This method not only 
furnishes incentive the reading books, 
periodicals, and newspapers but also gives real 
significance that activity. encourages in- 
telligent interpretation and mastery subject 
matter and makes the pupil conscious his 
own problems relation the group. 
Furthermore, all the members the class are 
offered meaningful situation which de- 
velop skills required for oral expression. 
democratic attitude toward the opinions 
others less important and beneficial 
outcome. 

The panel discussion not question-and- 
answer type lesson nor quiz pro- 
gram. carefully planned procedure that 
provides participation for every pupil the 
group. Even though the impression desired 
that informal conversation, careful and 
thorough planning essential success. 
Questions are not taboo; far from it. They 
can readily serve stimulus starting the 
conversation and the possibilities 
the subject matter under discussion. 

The following procedure has proved suc- 
cessful the panel discussions conducted 
our upper-grade pupils. list topics 
posted the classroom bulletin board. Prefer- 
ably this list should include subjects which 
more than one opinion may held and 
should stated question form.

And again sharp cry pain rang through 
the air, when hammer saw missed its goal 
and landed upon poor little thumb finger. 
Anyone passing the primary room this 
time was always tempted peek in, and 
nearly always gave the temptation. Visi- 
tors were always greeted pleasantly, but they 
did not halt the activity that was carried 
“Nazareth Annex.” Each little lad con- 
sidered himself particular helper 
St. Joseph; each little girl particular hand- 
maid the Blessed Mother. The children had 
not much time spare for those who came 
watch them their work. They were busy, 
happily busy, making things with their little 
hands when the inclemency the weather 
prevented them from playing out doors. 
The little boys were carpenters and the little 
girls did sewing, and, although the finished 
product crude, this activity does create 
child desire use his hands and head 
make things for himself and others. 


Recess Activity 


The idea sprang because the neces- 
sity turn the recess period into something 
pleasant for teacher and pupils during the 
winter and rainy seasons. Fifty more chil- 
dren cannot content classroom, even 
with fair amount equipment for play, 
unless there organization behind the recess 
activity. One day, rather bashful backward 
lad second grade brought school some- 
thing which had made his farm 
means hack saw. The interest the boys 
was immediately aroused. Some had older 
brothers who were possessors coping saws. 
Many volunteered bring the various other 
necessary tools. But the most important thing 
was the acquiring raw material. The chil- 
dren scoured the basements their own 
homes and those their neighborhood well 
all the stores the town for peach boxes, 
orange crates, cheese boxes, and freight boxes. 
well any and all stray lumber. The wood 
poured in, quite large quantities. 

Quickly, arranged committee pre- 
pare the wood for future use. Hubert, handy 
second-grade boy, was made the chairman 
the group that tore the boxes apart and sorted 
out the boards. was quite difficult process 
first, and, needless say, many boards 
were rendered useless before the correct meth- 
procedure was mastered. During this 
time. others were busy converting two orange 
crates into tool cupboard, and still others 
had gathered together, from various maga- 


zines, patterns and ideas from which things 
could made out wood. Since all the 
work was done during the recess and 
dinner periods, system had worked out 
means which order could restored 
out chaos within two three minutes after 
the bell for classes had rung. Through the 
kindness our janitor, worktable was 
erected, which could slid under the large 
primary reading table that occupied one 
corner the room. The tool cupboard and 
lumber box were placed one either side 
this primary table, and the workbench con- 
cealed underneath during the school hours.

This rule was car- 
ried out almost the letter, since even 
slight infraction brought with the penalty 
not being permitted open shop for 
the next free period.

another photo one can see the boys 
work. The little dressers, conspicuous 
this picture, are made cheese boxes. When 
drawers are made for the dressers, four boxes 
are necessary.

Small embroidery-thread spools were 
used for the drawer handles. These were 
sewed into the wood with fine picture wire.

Large 
headed tacks, driven into the end the 
sucker sticks, prevented the spools from roll- 
ing off. The little kindergarten chairs were 
constructed from laths and the thick ends 
orange crates. was surprising notice that 
they were strong enough support the weight 
quite large children. 

The picture the girls shows them equip- 
ping the doll beds and cradles with mattresses, 
sheets, pillows and cases, little blankets edged 
with pretty ribbons, spreads, and, some 
instances, little cotton quilts.

Books for Science Shelves 


Carroll Lane Fenton, Ph.D. 


Users these reviews may wonder why some 
animal stories are recommended aids science 
teaching while others are ignored. The secret lies 
the relative emphasis which authors place upon 
animal and story. book which animals dom- 
inate providing, course, that its 
information accurate. One which the story 
all-important probably not science. certainly 
not whimsy fancy becomes the keynote, 
the animals reason and converse, they 
are turned into heroes and villains purely 
human plan. 

These distinctions are shown clearly two 
books 1942. Dash and Dart, Mary and 
Conrad Buff (Viking, $2) straightforward 
tale the lives two deer, rhythmic sentences 
that can read many six year olds and read 
tots four. They contain 
amount information, presented with vigor, 
clarity, and the complete naturalism that 
dramatic young children, though may seem 
flat adults. But Little Lost Monkey (Vik- 
ing, $1.50), Besse Waldeck offers humor and 
adventure with characters that are animals 
merely because they fit the author’s purpose and 
her interests. Winki, the monkey who gets away 
from his mother, talks, plans, and anticipates 
thoroughly human way, and the crea- 
tures whom meets South American forest. 
Children will enjoy everyone, shivering the 
bushmaster, perhaps, and laughing the sleepy 
sloth. But they take the book seriously, they 
will get some queer notions indeed about animal 
associations well animai minds. 

Hippo, Joel Stolper (Harcourt, $1.75) 
brings back science with thud appropriate 
forty-pound baby who some day will weigh 
two tons. Like Mr. Stolper’s books the leopard 
and giraffe, this one puts reality into some the 
gaudily colored spaces schoolroom maps 
Africa. One admires the realism with which the 
author lets his animals harm without becom- 
ing villains; even the savage crocodile that ‘seizes 
Hippo behaving crocodile should. And 
every child will enjoy Mr. Stolper’s 
pictures, including fine jacket that should 
pasted into the book. 

After Stolper, The Racoon Twins, Jane 
Tompkins (Stokes, $1.60) bit letdown, 
though really adequate story ap- 
pealing American animal, for children 
coolness probably based the fact that 
these talk—a device that should have 
been abandoned forever when Seton gave 
several decades ago. 

Harold McCracken’s Last the Sea Otters 


(Stokes, $2) the first book ever written about 
these important animals, whose pelts (far more 
than those seals) led Russian settlement 
Alaska. With excellent pictures Paul Bransom, 
the author tells how six sea otters live, meet 
natural enemies, and yield the constant perse- 
cution Aleut skin hunters. The author knows 
sea otters, their history, and their haunts. His 
book both source information and 
powerful plea for conservation, well good 
story for children even 12. 

Humanization animals error against 
which every nature writer must guard. Perhaps 
cannot avoided entirely, for our very words 
are derived from man’s experiences and emotions. 
Theodore Waldeck has gone needlessly far 
Jamba the Elephant (Viking, $2), the story 
young African tusker who was trained 
Negro boy who really the book’s hero. prefer 
the same author’s Lions the Hunt (Viking, 
$2), though crammed with violence and ad- 
venture. Can much excitement reconciled 
with the quiet dignity lions Akeley and the 
Johnsons have described them? 

The Book Bays (Harcourt, $3.50) Wil- 
liam Beebe’s latest scientific travel volume. Re- 
counting adventures and discoveries along the 
Pacific Coast Mexico and Central America, 
introduces such biologic principles variation, 
adaptation, survival, and geographic distribution 
style already famous for its informality. The 
book, like almost any other Beebe, can 
read with enjoyment well profit able 
tenth-grade students. But don’t offer those 
with limited vocabularies, others who want 
their biology served 400-word bits the 
problem-and-answer formula too many texts. 

How Man Became Giant, Ilin and 
Segal (Lippincott, $2) tale man’s anatom- 
ical and material progress prehistoric times. 
Paul Radin, who should know, hails the book 
only rather breathless presentation facts 
which are not new nor even novel. There too 
much material for any topic treated ade- 
quately, especially without illustrations that really 
illustrate. 

More solid yet much less pretentious Man 
Weaver, Elizabeth Baity (Viking, $2.50). 
Here the record weaving from Stone Age 
modern times; story that links history with 
geography, plant resources, agriculture, and in- 
ternational commerce. Containing 334 pages and 
many pictures, the book both adequate for its 
subject and one 1942’s rare bargains. 

Among the weavers described Mrs. Baity 
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are tribes American Indians. But those who 
figure Wilfrid Bronson’s Stooping Hawk and 
Stranded Whale (Harcourt, $2) were much too 
primitive make cloth bother with clay- 
lined cooking baskets. They wore skins and ate 
their food raw; they could hardly believe their 
eyes when they saw their first Spanish cavalry. 
Bronson gives dramatic picture truly 
simple people, while history teachers can use the 
book for the light throws the Spanish con- 
quest. One sympathizes with both Indians and 
the hardy priest who struggled for souls against 
captain whose twin goals were slaves and gold. 

From Mexico, Tents the Wilderness (Stokes, 
$2.25) takes Labrador. Here modern In- 
dians combine two ages one they from 
forest trading post and then back the 
woods. The author, Dr. Julius Lips, one- 
time professor anthropology well fitted 
analyze the results when Stone Age and Steel Age 
mingle the life one human being. far 
the Indian concerned, rather favors the 
Stone Age. This may one reason why tells 
rousing story whose appeal those high 
school age. 

Tree the Trail (Houghton Mifflin, $2.50) 
books. The tree cottonwood, which began 
grow hill Kansas the year 
Around Mr. Holling has woven story In- 
dians, Spaniards, trappers, and wagon masters 
who took trains creaking Conestogas over the 
Santa Trail. Twenty-seven short chapters 
effectively link anthropology with 
tory, while marginal drawings provide much 
deleted information. Though apparently addressed 
children 10, Tree the Trail has sub- 
stantial value for those junior high schools. 

Applied plant science offers link between 
anthropology and botany. Both are admirably 
fused Fruits the Earth, Jannette Lucas 
and Helene Carter (Lippincott, $2). Miss Lucas 
traces the history, distribution, and development 
three great groups fruits with the aid 
Miss Carter’s drawings and picture maps. Chil- 
dren will enjoy their information, which sparkles 
with such side lights explanation 
why the orange symbolizes the Virgin’s love for 
her Child. 

Too often, textbooks divide earth 
sciences into neat little parcels without visible 
connection. This avoided Mountains, 
and Fenton (Doubleday, $2.50), which 
begins telling how varied peaks 
are made, what sort rocks may found 
them, how they have been changed, and what 
they climate. This leads, rather obviously, 
the living things that have found homes 
valleys, peaks, and various zones between. 
Most the illustrations come from ranges 
the West. 

Earth’s Adventures, Fenton (John 
Day, $3) gives meaning everyday things 
telling how our planet came what and 
how its surface changing. the thirty chap- 
ters, deal with such subjects lava flows, 
dust storms, streams, valleys, waves that wear 
land away, and glaciers that once carried soil 
such states Written for high-school 
readers, the book also planned furnish teach- 
ers with background material for earth science 
units the grades. 

Glaciers provided our land with good soil, and 
did other geologic agents. Man has wasted 
his gifts thoughtlessly that millions acres 
have been ruined and other millions damaged. 
This story needless destruction told Hugh 
Bennett and William Pryor, whose Land 
Defend (Longmans, $1.50) goes show 
what can about it. With vocabulary for 
the junior high school, the book still one for 
every person who wants this continent avoid
